I  submit  herewith  the  report  of  an  audit  and  ex- 
amination of  the  accounts  of  the  Town  of  Holderness 
which  has  been  made  by  this  division  in  accordance 
with  the  vote  taken  at  the  annual  meeting  in  March, 
1940.  This  audit  covers  the  fiscal  year  ended  January 
31,  1940,  and  the  current  year  to  October  30,  1940. 
Schedules  as  hereafter  listed  are  included  as  part  of 
the  report. 

FINANCES 

Revised  Balance  Sheet  (Schedule  C) :  The  Balance 
Sheet  in  the  Town  Report  of  January  31,  1940,  indi- 
cated Assets  of  $34,187.93.  This  included  property 
owned  by  the  town,  acquired  through  tax  deeds  or 
otherwise,  in  the  amount  of  $25,800.00.  In  municipal 
accounting,  asset  items  which  may  properly  be  includ- 
ed in  the  Balance  Sheet  are  "Cash"  or  any  accounts 
which  may  be  converted  into  cash  within  a  reasonably 
short  time.  Such  items  consist  of  "Accounts  Receiv- 
able," "Unredeemed  Taxes"  and  "Uncollected  Taxes". 
In  making  up  the  revised  balance  sheet,  as  of  January 
31,  1940,  the  Assets,  as  shown  in  the  Town  Report, 
were  reduced  by  eliminating  the  town-owned  property 
item  of  $25,800.00.  This  resulted  in  a  Net  Debt  of 
$4,623.88  rather  than  a  Surplus  of  $21,176.13  as  indi- 
cated by  the  Town  Report.  Property  owned  by  the 
town  should  be  included  in  the  "Schedule  of  Town 
Property,"  not  in  the  Balance  Sheet. 

Reduction  of  Net  Debt :  A  reduction  of  Net  Debt 
from  $11,465.06  on  January  31,  1939,  to  $4,623.88  on 
January  31,  1940,  was  made  as  indicated  by  Schedule 
A.  This  reduction  in  Net  Debt  was  principally  due  to 
a  Net  Budget  Surplus  for  the  year  1939  of  $6,568.91, 
resulting  from  a  Net  Excess  of  Actual  over  Estimated 
Revenues  of  $4,376.80,  and  a  Net  Excess  of  Appropri- 
ations over  Expenditures  of  $2,192.11.     (Schedule  B) 


Temporary  Loans  and  Long  Term  Notes:  Tem- 
porary Loans  outstanding  on  January  31,  1939,  in  the 
amount  of  $22,500.00,  were  paid  during  1939  and  Long 
Term  Notes  in  the  amount  of  $13,000.00  issued,  indi- 
cating a  reduction  of  $9,500.00  in  outstanding  notes 
between  January  31,  1939,  and  January  31,  1940.  Ma- 
turities of  long  term  notes  are  shown  in  Schedule  C-l. 

Edwards  Property:  A  statement  of  payments 
made  to  the  town  by  Harold  Fowler  in  accordance  with 
terms  of  the  contract  is  presented  in  Schedule  D.  The 
fire  insurance  coverage  on  this  property,  which  is  also 
a  requirement  specified  in  the  contract,  is  outlined  in 
Schedule  D-l. 

SELECTMEN'S  AND  TREASURER'S  ACCOUNTS 

The  Vouchers  issued  by  the  Selectmen  during  the 
period  of  audit  were  examined  as  were  also  the  sup- 
porting invoices  and  road  agents'  payrolls.  Vouchers 
were  compared  with  entries  in  the  Receipts  and  Pay- 
ments Book  and  classification  of  expenditures  noted. 
The  checks  issued  by  the  three  town  Treasurers  dur- 
ing this  period  were  compared  with  the  Selectmen's 
orders  and  found  to  be  in  agreement.  The  Treasurers' 
receipts,  as  recorded  in  the  Cash  Book,  were  checked 
by  source  insofar  as  possible. 

Reconciliation  of  the  Cash  Book  and  Bank  Bal- 
ances of  the  two  former  treasurers,  Harry  E.  Leavittt 
and  William  R.  Muzzey,  as  of  May  5,  1939,  and  March 
15,  1940,  respectively,  was  made  as  indicated  in  Sched- 
ules E  and  F.  The  present  treasurer's  cash  book  bal- 
ance as  of  October  30,  1940,  amounted  to  $5,736.80. 
This  was  in  agreement  with  the  reconciled  bank  bal- 
ance of  like  date.     (Schedule  G) 

TAXES 

The  accounts  of  Tax  Collector  Mildred  Avery  for 
the  levy  of  1940  were  examined  and  audited  and  the 
warrant  balanced  as  indicated  by  Schedule  H. 

The  accounts  of  Tax  Collector  David  Curry  for 
the  levy  of  1939,  and  tax  sales  for  levies  of  1936,  1937 
and  1938  were  audited  and  found  to  be  in  balance  as 


indicated  by  Schedules  I  and  J.  A  detailed  list  of  the 
unredeemed  taxes  for  these  years  is  included  in  Sched- 
ule J-l. 

TOWN  CLERK 

The  accounts  of  the  Town  Clerk  for  the  period 
February  1  to  October  30,  1940,  were  audited  and 
found  to  be  correct.  Schedule  K  presents  a  suni- 
mary  of  the  motor  vehicle  permit  and  dog  license  ac- 
counts for  this  period. 

ROAD  AGENTS 

The  payrolls  of  the  Road  Agents  for  1939  and 
1940  were  examined.  Disbursements  made  by  the 
Road  Agents  for  labor  were  accounted  for  by  signa- 
tures of  the  individual  employees  on  the  payrolls, 
while  expenditures  for  materials  were  vouched  by  re- 
ceipts from  vendors.  Summaries  of  the  accounts  of 
the  four  road  agents,  who  held  office  during  the  period 
covered  by  our  audit,  are  included  in  Schedules  L,  M, 
N  and  0. 

OVERSEER  OF  THE  POOR,  LIBRARY  TREASURER 
TREASURER  OF  THE  FIRE  DEPARTMENT 

The  records  of  the  Overseer  of  the  Poor,  Library 
Treasurer  and  Treasurer  of  the  Fire  Department  were 
examined  and  audited.  The  funds  turned  over  to 
these  officials  were  properly  accounted  for  either  by 
authorized  expenditures  or  bank  balances  which  were 
verified.  Summaries  appear  in  Schedules  P,  Q  and 
R,  respectively. 

TRUSTEES  OF  TRUST  FUNDS 

The  savings  bank  book  representing  the  principal 
and  unexpended  income  of  the  various  trust  funds  was 
examined.  A  list  of  the  separate  funds,  showing  the 
principal  and  income  balance  of  each,  is  included  in 
Schedule  S.  A  surety  bond  for  the  trustees  should  be 
procured  and  the  premium  expense  incident  thereto 
paid  by  the  town. 


EDWARDS  PROPERTY— LABOR  ACCOUNT 

At  the  time  of  the  previous  audit  of  the  accounts 
of  the  town  of  Holderness  by  this  division,  in  Febru- 
ary, 1939,  it  was  noted  that  the  procedure  followed  in 
making  payments  to  individuals  employed  on  the  Ed- 
wards Property  repair  job  for  services  rendered  was 
as  follows: 

Vouchers  and  checks  covering  the  total  amount  of 
weekly  payrolls  were  issued  to  Selectman  Pease,  who 
was  in  charge  of  the  work,  and  he  in  turn  disbursed  to 
the  individuals  whose  names  appeared  thereon  the 
amounts  due  them. 

No  receipts  were  obtained  by  Mr.  Pease  at  the 
time  from  the  various  individuals  as  evidence  of  pay- 
ments made  to  them. 

Mr.  Pease,  at  the  request  of  this  division,  has  now 
obtained  the  signatures  of  all  employees  engaged  on 
this  particular  job,  to  a  statement  acknowledging  that 
they  received  payment  in  full  for  services  as  set  forth 
in  Schedule  U.  The  exceptions  are  in  the  case  of 
Harry  Leavitt,  deceased,  and  Earl  Brown,  who  Mr. 
Pease  reported  he  was  unable  to  locate. 

It  is  recommended  that  the  time  book  containing 
the  detailed  information  as  summarized  in  Schedule 
U,  and  the  signatures  of  the  various  individuals 
acknowledging  receipt  of  payments  made  to  them  for 
services  performed,  be  filed  with  the  town  records. 

GENERAL  COMMENTS 

Suggestions  and  recommendations  relative  to 
minor  changes  in  accounting  procedure  were  made  to 
the  town  officials  during  the  course  of  the  audit  and 
are  not  enumerated  herein. 

In  accordance  with  Chapter  211,  of  the  Laws  of 
1939,  this  report  in  its  entirety  (including  Schedules) 
must  be  published  in  the  printed  annual  report  of  the 
town  for  the  fiscal  year  ending  January  31,  1941.

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REPORT  OF  SUPERINTENDENT  OF  SCHOOLS 


Tardiness 


The  table  of  attendance  statistics  which  precedes 
this  report  does  not  provide  interesting  reading,  and 
is  put  in  this  report  chiefly  for  reference.  However, 
one  detail  in  this  report  deserves  special  comment — 
the  large  number  of  tardinesses  at  two  of  our  schools. 
It  is  too  bad  that  our  town  should  have  to  report  near- 
ly four  times  as  many  tardinesses  per  pupil  as  the 
State  average.  Examination  of  the  registers  at  these 
schools  shows  that  three  families  are  almost  entirely 
responsible  for  this  unfortunate  record. 

Safety  Education 

The  topic  of  education  for  safety,  including  pre- 
vention of  highway  accidents,  fire  prevention,  and  the 
practice  of  care  in  avoiding  accidents  at  home  and  on 
the  playground,  has  been  a  subject  of  special  study  at 
our  teachers'  meetings  this  year.  In  this  field  of 
teaching,  the  test  of  success  seems  to  be  a  negative 
one — if  the  lessons  have  been  mastered,  no  accidents 
happen,  and  if  our  pupils  look  back  in  future  years  and 
see  that  the  habits  of  care  and  watchfullness  now  be- 
ing formed  have  helped  to  keep  them  out  of  danger, 
we  can  then  feel  that  our  educational  program  has 
been  successful. 

Education  for  Defense 

A  wave  of  patriotic  fervor  is  sweeping  across  our 
broad  land,  this  spirit  has  encouraged  some  to  enlist  as 
soldiers,  and  others  to  go  to  school  at  night  to  develop 
their  skill  at  various  mechanical  trades.  The  duty  of 
our  elementary  schools,  at  this  time,  is  to  give  boys 
and  girls  a  better  understanding  of  our  democratic 
institutions,  and  to  instill  in  their  hearts  a  greater 
loyalty  to  our  flag  and  the  republic  for  which  it  stands. 
We  must  realize,  young  and  old,  that  the  greatest  ser- 
vice to  our  country  may  not  demand  that  we  bear  arms 
in  her  defense,  but  must  require  of  each  of  us  that 
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measure  of  tolerance,  of  thoughtfulness  of  others,  of 
self-sacrifice  for  the  common  good,  and  of  intrinsic 
honesty  that  will  make  impossible  the  evils  of  greed 
and  self-seeking  that  are  the  real  dangers  to  our  dem- 
ocracy. 

What  Our  Schools  Are  Doing,  East  Holderness 

The  East  Holderness  School  has  a  Safety  and 
Health  Club  which  endeavors  to  keep  the  children  in- 
formed about  safety  and  health  rules  and  how  to  prac- 
tice them.  The  pupils  have  made  safety  and  health 
posters,  sung  safety  and  health  words  to  familiar 
tunes,  learned  slogans,  and  kept  a  notebook. 

Much  enjoyment  was  shown  in  a  music  apprecia- 
tion unit  called  "Stories  in  Music".  The  children  lis- 
ten to  the  music,  give  their  own  interpretations  of 
what  it  might  mean  and  then  hear  the  story  which  it 
was  written  to  interpret.  In  some  cases  they  drama- 
tized the  action  while  the  music  played. 

The  school  has  taken  advantage  of  the  Rural 
Traveling  Library  which,  this  year,  serves  any  rural 
school  in  New  Hampshire.  In  this  way  more  interest 
is  shown  in  reading,  for  books  can  be  had  for  all  ages 
and  reading  abilities. 

To  put  into  practise  the  rules  of  good  written 
English,  the  pupils  of  fifth  and  sixth  grades  wrote  sev- 
eral original  stories  each.  These  were  put  together  in 
booklet  form  and  put  on  the  reading  table  for  all  the 
children  to  enjoy. 

The  percentage  of  attendance  to  date  has  been 
somewhat  higher  than  last  year.  This,  undoubtedly, 
is  helped  by  the  administering  of  cod  liver  oil  capsules 
as  part  of  the  morning  exercises  during  parts  of  the 
months  of  November  and  December.  It  is  hoped  that 
this  good  record  may  be  maintained  until  June. 

Bridge  School 

The  Bridge  School  has  carried  on  a  very  success- 
ful Safety  Program  this  year.  They  have  organized 
a  Safety  Club  and  everyone  belongs.  It  has  helped  all 
grades  Nand  all  ages  to  respect  each  other's  rights  and 
practise  "Safety  Always  and  All  Ways."  The  safety 
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programs,  given  once  a  month,  prepared  wholly  by  the 
children,  show  a  sympathetic  understanding  of  this 
subject  of  safety. 

The  girls  of  grades  seven  and  eight  have  started 
a  knitting  project.  They  are  going  to  make  mittens 
for  themselves. 

The  girls  have  adopted  a  pet  chipmunk.  All 
scraps  of  lunches  and  bread  crusts  are  saved  for  him 
and  fed  to  him  by  the  girls  during  the  noon  hour. 

A  very  interesting  spelling  contest  is  being  con- 
ducted. The  school  has  received  one  set  of  books  from 
the  Traveling  Library  at  Plymouth.  The  children  are 
enjoying  these. 

The  arithmetic  and  English  program  has  been  a 
busy  one  all  year.  Much  keen  interest  is  shown  in  at- 
taining a  high  score  on  all  number  drills.  Grades 
three  and  four  have  started  scrap  books  in  geography. 

Carr  School 

The  Carr  School  pupils,  are  few  in  number  but 
have  striven  for,  "Quality  not  Quantity".  When  they 
received  the  silver  cup  from  Plymouth  Fair  they  were 
made  to  realize  it  paid  to  be  satisfied  only  with  their 
best  work.  The  cup  was  given,  with  "Quality  and 
Quantity"  considered.  The  children  are  learning  to 
help  themselves  by  working  with  their  hands  and 
heads.  They  made  and  sold  greeting  cards  and 
bought  an  electric  player  to  use  with  their  radio.  In- 
asmuch as  "It  is  more  blessed  to  give  than  to  receive," 
the  school  joined  the  Red  Cross,  sold  all  seals  sent  to 
them,  gave  to  the  Plymouth  Hospital  calendar  and 
joined  in  the  "March  of  Dimes".  They  are  most 
grateful  to  Plymouth  Fair,  Mt.  Livermore  Grange, 
Holderness  School  for  Boys,  and  all  individuals  who 
have  helped  them.

REPORT  OF  SCHOOL  NURSE 


This  report  is  a  summary  of  the  work  done  by 

the  school  nurse  from  January  1,  1940  to  January  1, 
1941. 

Pupils  examined  61 

Visits  to  schools  35 

Visits  to  homes  50 

Business  calls  20 

Dr.  Samuel  Feiner,  the  school  physician,  examined 
all  the  school  children.  All  children  were  measured 
once,  and  weighed  several  times  during  the  year. 
Vision  tests  were  made  on  all  the  children.  Individual 
inspection  on  each  pupil  was  done  several  times  dur- 
ing the  year. 

Two  pupils  attended  an  eye  clinic  by  Dr.  J.  A. 
Hunter,  of  Dover,  N.  H.  Eye  examinations  and 
lenses  were  prescribed  and  obtained  for  these  children. 

A  dental  clinic  for  Holderness  had  to  be  cancelled, 
due  to  an  epidemic  of  whooping  cough.  I  hope  very 
much  to  have  a  dental  clinic  for  the  school  children  of 
Holderness  this  spring.  Each  parent  is  asked  to  keep 
this  in  mind,  and  anticipate  our  future  financial  ar- 
rangements for  dental  care. 

I  feel  very  strongly  that  some  consideration  of  the 
school  nurse's  mileage  must  be  considered  very  soon 
by  each  community  that  she  serves.  I  serve  the  towns 
of  Madison,  Freedom,  Effingham,  Sandwich,  Center 
Harbor,  Moultonboro,  Holderness  and  New  Hampton 
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(working  in  three  supervisory  unions).  Transporta- 
tion of  pupils  to  all  clinics  was  done  by  me,  in  addition 
to  my  regular  work,  as  no  volunteers  would  undertake 
this  duty;  consequently  extra  mileage  was  added.  My 
total  mileage,  for  all  communities,  for  the  year  was 
9559.5  miles.  The  upkeep  on  any  car,  plus  running 
expenses  and  necessary  insurance,  necessitates  that 
this  question  should  be  seriously  considered  by  each 
school  board. 

The  cooperation  of  the  superintendent,  members 
of  the  school  board,  teachers  and  parents  of  the  com- 
munity has  been  very  much  appreciated.
